Is Precedent 
In America 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 30 - (Jft- 
President Truman’s cross-country 
campaign trip in behalf of the 
Stevenson-Sparkman ticket is set­ 
ting a precedent in American poli­ 
tics. 
Never before has a retiring Pres­ 
ident covered so much 
territory 
and undertaken so many speeches 
at such financial cost in an effort 
to win the election for his own 
party’s nominee. 
There have been only three prior 
occasions in the last half century 
when it was possible for the out­ 
going President to help his party's 
nominee succeed him, and on two 
of those occasions little or no help 
was forthcoming. 
In one of these cases, Woodrow 
Wilson w as too ill in 1920 to do any 
campaigning for James M. Cox, 
who lost to Warren G. Harding. In 
another, Calvin Coolidge remained 
virtually on the sidelines while Her­ 
bert Hoover campaigned success­ 
fully against Alfred E. Smith in 
1928. 
The only approach to what is 
happening this year took place in 
1908, when William Howard Taft 
was the candidate to succeed Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt. 
The Taft - Roosevelt teamwork 
was against William Jennings Bry­ 
an. the Democratic nominee T. R 
helped win the Republican nomina­ 
tion for Taft, dictated the party 
platform, and then waged a cam­ 
paign of open letters in support of 
his 
man. 
Roosevelt

no 
speeches for Taft, however, saying 
“it would do harm, rather than 
good.”

HIKERS ARE DANGEROUS 
HUMANITARIAN 
INCLINATIONS

the motorist must be suppressed when he 
goes on a long drive The Automobile Club 
of New York has again found it necessary 
to warn motorists against picking up hitch­ 
hikers. 
Burglar gangs have been revealed to be 
putting their more personable members on 
the highways to try to get rides in expen­ 
sive cars. Information elicited from t h e 
drivers often results in the looting of an 
unguarded house. 
Sometimes the decoy is a woman of re­ 
spectable appearance seated along t h e 
highway as ii exhausted. She accepts no 
invitation for a lift until a fine car stops. 
A glib conversationalist, she obtains all 
the information she needs. She sends this 
to confederates, 
and

makes the headlines. 
Police records show crimes of violence 
by hitchhikers are increasing in number 
and brutality. Often these shocking crimes 
are committed by innocent-appearing way­ 
farers. 
Until a method of separating the hitch­ 
hiking goats from the sheep is discovered, 
drivers owe it to themselves to ignore the 
roadside thumbers. 


TICKETS TO THE MOON 
ON THE HEELS OF AN OFFER by the 
famous Dr. Picard to take a passenger on 
a trip to Mars in 1954 for the modest honor­ 
arium of $250.000, aeronautical engineers 
scoff at the possibility of such a flight being 
undertaken successfully for many years. 
Dr. Joseph Stemmer, speaking before the 
International Congress of 
Aeronautics, 
says such a flight isn't in the blueprint 
stage. Thus far, he says, science has suc­ 
ceeded in reaching an altitude of 300 miles 
with a rocket, which is only a fraction of 
the distance to the nearest planet. 
Other speakers were a bit more optimis­ 
tic, and held that eventually space will be 
conquered. Successful flight to the m o o n 
m ay be accomplished by a series of rock­ 
ets, one discharging another, but at speeds 
which would make human passage impos­ 
sible. The cost would be tremendous and 
return flight would be an impossibility. 
Who wants to go to the moon, anyway? 
Or Mars? Scientific realism rules out the 
possibility that man will explore the hidden 
mysteries of Mars or meet the man in the 
moon soon. 


Some time ago, I wrote an article de­ 
scribing a controversy between Roy Brew­ 
er, the Hollywood labor leader, for whom I 
have great respect, and Congressman Don­ 
ald L. Jackson, of California, whom I also 
respect as a hard-hitting member of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activ­ 
ities. I did not think, at that time, t h a t 
what I said about their differences over 
how a Communist-made picture should be 
handled would affect the Congressman’s 
campaign for re-election. 
Mr. Jackson thinks that it has and has 
written to me setting forth his side of the 
controversy. As I should like to see Don­ 
ald L. Jackson re-elected and would vote 
for him if I lived in his district, I am pub- 
¡ lishing the gist of his statement: 
“With respect to the matter of union po­ 
licing of the film industry, a very garbled 
version of my original statement has reach­ 
ed the public print, including your column 
in question. When the Associated P r e s s 
asked me for a statement relative to the 
exclusion of such films as ‘Encounter,’ I 
agreed that legislation on the subject was 
very desirable. However, I pointed out that 
with the present philosophy in the saddle in 
Washington it was very doubtful whether or 
not such legislation could pass the 
Con­ 
gress at this time. 
“Solely as an alternative measure I sug­ 
gested that perhaps, and pending the even­ 
tual passing of such legislation, the unions 
themselves could play a great part in as­ 
suring that the films in question did n o t 
show before American audiences. To my 
mind this is the only immediate answer to 
such films as the one in question. In the 
normal course of events, ‘Encounter’ will 
reach the American screen before the con­ 
vening of the new Congress. There is no 
practical method by which legislation can 
be taken before next January. If the film 
and others like it are to be prevented from 
appearing on American screens it is quite 
obvious to me that the unions themselves 
must take a stand with respect to the mat­ 
ter. 
“ It is my hope that in fairness and jus­ 
tice you will see fit to correct the impres­ 
sion given in your column of September 12, 
indicating that I favor action outside the 
law in this connection. As you have carried 
on a fine and continuing battle against 
Communists, 
goons and other parasitic 
growths on the body politic, I have attempt­ 
ed in a small way to play a like role in the 
¡ legislative body of which I am a member. 
If the forces to which we are both opposed, 
and which constitute a common foe suc­ 
ceed in driving a wedge between those who 
are carrying on the battle we might as 
well give up the fight and acknowledge 
ourselves defeated.M

Mistaken Notions Prevalent 
About The "Change Of Life"

MOST authorities agree th a t 
the change of life, or menopause, 
is overstressed by the general 
public and many physicians. 
It is assumed th a t women have 
a greater number of m istaken 
Ideas, and spend more hours of 
needless worry about this condi­ 
tion th an about any other. The 
m ajority of these women need 
little treatm ent besides a talk 
with a trusted physician, who 
can ease their mind and set them 
straight as to the facts. 


Im portant Body Changes 


Both 
men 
and 
women 
go 
through certain periods of im ­ 
portant body changes, periods 
th a t can be more or less trying. 
One of these is the change from 
childhood to adulthood, know as 
adolescence. 
For the average women, the 
changes at menopause are also 
especially trying. At this time of 
her life her sexual glands go 
through a transition In which 
their 
activity 
diminishes, 
or 
stops. 
Her 
m enstrual 
periods 
tend to become less regular and 
less frequent. Sometimes, how­ 
ever, there may be excessive 
bleeding. 
A woman may also complain of 
headache, hot flushes, and dizzi- 
i css—results of changes in the 
bloc* 
vessels and 
circulation. 
Even though a room is cold, she 
m tj have hot flushes and feel 
she m ust open the window. 


A Mistaken Idea 
On learning th a t these changes 
are 
connected 
with 
the 
sex 
glands, many women get the no­ 
tion th a t this means the end of 
their sexual life and their phys­ 


ical attractiveness to their hus­ 
bands. Study of the glands proves 
th a t this Idea Is untrue. In fact, 
it has been noticed th a t many 
women, after the menopause, 
have greater freedom In express­ 
ing their true emotions. 
Other women are troubled with 
the Idea th a t the menopause is 
connected with cancer. This is 
entirely untrue. 
Quite a num ber of women tend 
to gain weight during the meno­ 
pause. Usually, the gain la only 
slight, however, and they need 
not 
worry 
about putting on 
weight If they watch their diets. 
Not Dm to Menopause 
Some women even associate 
insanity with the menopause. 
Most doctors agree th a t the typea 
of Insanity th at occur around 
this age are not due to the meno­ 
pause, but to quite different 
causes. 
For the few women who h are 
very distressing symptoms and 
require some treatm ent, doctors 
can offer extra hormones. In 
most cases, a small am ount of 
female hormone given by m outh 
Is effective in controlling the 
symptoms. 
Injections of 
hor­ 
mones Into the muscles should 
ro t be given, except In cases 
which do not respond to other 
treatm en t 


QUESTION? AND ANSWERS 
T. R. N.: Are hot oil treatm ents 
xor the si ilp of any benefit? 
Answer: W hether or not hot oil 
treatm ents are of definite benefit 
to the scalp is not known. How­ 
ever, the massage employed un­ 
doubtedly helps to stim ulate the 
scalp, although the hot oil in It­ 
self may not do any particular 
good.

TICKETS TO THE MOON 
ON THE HEELS OF AN OFFER by the 
famous Dr. Picard to take a passenger on 
a trip to Mars in 1954 for the modest honor­ 
arium of $250,000* aeronautical engineers 
scoff at the possibility of such a flight being 
undertaken successfully for many years. 
Dr. Joseph Stemmer, speaking before the 
International 
Congress of 
Aeronautics, 
says such a flight isn't in the blueprint 
stage. Thus far, he says, science has su e -1 
ceeded in reaching an altitude of 300 miles 
with a rocket, which is only a fraction of 
the distance to the nearest planet. 
Other speakers were a bit more optimis­ 
tic, and held that eventually space will be 
conquered. Successful flight to the m o o n 
may be accomplished by a series of rock­ 
ets, one discharging another, but at speeds 
which would make human passage impos­ 
sible. The cost would be tremendous and 
return flight would bt* an impossibility. 
Who wants to go to the moon, anyway? 
Or Mars? Scientific realism rules out the 
possibility that man will explore the hidden 
mysteries of Mars or meet the man in the 
moon soon. 


Some time ago, I wrote an article de­ 
scribing a controversy between Roy Brew­ 
er, the Hollywood labor leader, for whom I 
have great respect, and Congressman Don­ 
ald L. Jackson, of California, whom I also 
respect as a hard-hitting member of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activ­ 
ities. I did not think, at that time, t h a t 
what I said about their differences over 
how a Communist-made picture should be 
handled would affect the Congressman's 
campaign for re-election. 
Mr. Jackson thinks that it has and has 
written to me setting forth his side of the 
controversy. As I should like to see Don­ 
ald L. Jackson re-elected and would vote 
for him if I lived in his district, I am pub­ 
lishing the gist of his statement: 
“With respect to the matter of union po­ 
licing of the film industry, a very garbled 
version of my original statement has reach­ 
ed the public print, including your column 
in question. When the Associated P r e s s 
asked me for a statement relative to the 
exclusion of such films as ‘Encounter,’ I 
agreed that legislation on the subject was 
very desirable. However. I pointed out thai 
with the present philosophy in the saddle in 
Washington it was very doubtful whether or 
not such legislation could pass the 
Con­ 
gress at this time. 
“Solely as an alternative measure I sug­ 
gested that perhaps, and pending the even­ 
tual passing of such legislation, the unions 
themselves could play a great part in as­ 
suring that the films in question did n o t 
show before American audiences. To my 
mind this is the only immediate answer to 
such films as the one in question. In the 
normal course of events, ‘Encounter’ will 
reach the American screen before the con­ 
vening of the new Congress. There is no 
practical method by which legislation can 
be taken before next January. If the film 
and others like it are to be prevented from 
appearing on American screens it is quite 
obvious to me that the unions themselves 
must take a stand with respect to the mat­ 
ter. 


“ It is my hope that in fairness and jus­ 
tice you will see fit to correct the impres­ 
sion given in your column of September 12, 
indicating that I favor action outside the 
law in this connection. As you have carried 
on a fine and continuing battle against 
Communists, 
goons and other parasitic 
growths on the body politic, I have attempt­ 
ed in a small way to play a like role in the 
legislative body of which I am a member. 
If the forces to which we are both opposed, 
and which constitute a common foe suc­ 
ceed in driving a wedge between those who 
are carrying on the battle we might as 
well give up the fight and acknowledge 
ourselves defeated.” 
This is a difficult time for all w'ho write 
about political matters because every item 
is a brick that goes into the structure of 
election or defeat. I feel that Roy Brewer’s 
effort to keep the Communists out of Holly­ 
wood are particularly deserving of com­ 
mendation because of its statesmanlike 
breadth.
